HOUSEHOLD. 

Home Hade Portierea. 

The,most elaborate effects may often be 
prodaoed with very ordinary materials, and 
this k the seoretwhloh, once mattered, gives 
unlimited toope to the Inventive talent of tbe 
home deoorator. 

A portiere for summer It often desirable 
for oertaln reasons : it leaves snob a gap In 
the rooms when tbe heavy winter draperies 
are taken down, and yet they must be dis¬ 
pensed with in order to have the necessary 
circulation oi air dnring the summer months. 
In this oase a pretty substitute for a winter 
drapery is a portiere made of rope,—the or¬ 
dinary ootton olothes lines will do nloely if 
the maorame rope, whioh Is sold for hammock 
hangings, eto., is not attainable. 

A rope portiere is not difficult to make. 
Cut ths rope In lengths to reach from the 
pole to within six inches of the floor, and 
attach each length to a ring. Make a tassel 
at the lower end by fringing out the rope 
about eight inches and tying a knot above. 
Variety may be afforded by using alternating 
lengths of rope, or arranging them In graduat¬ 
ed lengths so that they will form points at 
tbe bottom. 

if a curtain pole and rings are too ex 
pensive, use a rustic pole and screw in it, in 
a straight line, as many screw-eyes as there 
are lengths of rope, and attach each length 
of rope to a screw eye; then fasten the pole 
ip to the door oatlng with leather bands or 
a loop of rope. The expense cf this really ar 
tistio hanging is onlytbe price of the rope and 
a few cents for the sorew-eyes. The portiere 
can be parted any where, as thote of Jap¬ 
anese bamboo and beads are, and needs no 
looping, as it looks better hanging perfectly 
straight. 

The Care of Ehoes. 

A woman who understands the economy 
of dress will never buy a cheap pair of 
shoes. No poorer investment can be made, 
for besides giving out in shorter time then a 
firstclass article it will look shabby and 
worn long before it should do so. But any 
shoe, no matter how costly or well-shaped 
in the beginning, will lose its freshness 
speedly if not properly cared for. This is 
especially applicable to those made of 
Frenoh kid, which every little braise and 
touoh turns purple. A rule observed by 
many women, and a good one it proves, too, 
is never to wear a street shoe in the bouse. 
It receives harder treatment, strange to 
say, from numerous inevitable collisions 
with artioles ef furniture than it would in 
double the amount of street wear. 

Another sensible custom is to reserve a 
pair of boots for wet-weather wear leaving 
them to rest in a comfortable bag between 
times. Nothing tells against the Beauty of 
footgear so much aa getting it wet, and 
even with rubbers no amount of diligence 
will prevent the dampness from the skirts 
reaching the ankles. Shoes should be re¬ 
moved immediately on arriving at home, 
the dust and soil wiped away with a clean, 
soft rag, and then they should be placed to¬ 
gether in a separate packet of the shoe bag 
until wanted again. If this course is invari 
ably pursued a considerable saving of money, 
time, and temper will be added to the in 
creased seivice derived from even an Infer¬ 
ior quality of leather. 

Never wear a shoe unbuttoned if you oare 
for its shapeliness, and never be satisfied 
when you do button It if all those little 
necessaries are not in plaoe. The wearing 
of a shoe even once or twice with a pair or 
trio of buttons gone from it tells on Ita ap¬ 
pearance in the long run. Patent button- 
fasteners are unsatisfactory, for If the shoe 


kettle, a layer of potatoes alternately till all 
are used. Season each layer with salt, 
pepper and sprinkle with a little flour, Pour 
enough boiling water into the kettle to oover 
the contents.

—One and a half pounds of 
rump steak, two or three pigeons, three siloes 
of oold boiled ham, pepper and salt to taste, 
two ounoes of batter, four eggs, puff or other 
paste. Cnt the steak into pieces about three 
inohes square, and with it line the bottom of 
a deep pie dish, seasoning it well with 
peppei and salt. Clean the pigeons, rub 
them with pepper and salt inside and out, 
and put Into the body of eaoh rather more 
than half an ounoe of butter ; lay them on 
the steak, and a piece of ham on eaob pigeon. 
Add the yolks of four eggs, and half fill the 
dish with good stook ; plaoe a border of puff 
paste round the edge of the dish, put on the 
oover, and ornament it In any way that may 
be preferred. Clean the feet, and plaoe 
them In a hole made In the orust at the top; 
this shows what kind of a pie it Is. Glaze 
rhe orust, that Is to say, brush It over with 
the yoke of an egg, and bake it In a well- 
heated oven for about an hour aud a quarter. 


British Investors in the U- S. 

British capitalists have been investing 
their money in the most wholesale manner 
of late in the United States. Twenty-seven 
millions sterling are said to have gone into 
breweries alone; large sums have been ex¬ 
pended on flour mills, and an immense pur¬ 
chase of dry goods houses Is now proposed, 
In the midst of the flow of wealth into the 
Republlo oomes a note of warning to the 
capitalists who are thus pouting their money 
into a country whioh is anything but friend¬ 
ly to Britain, and of whose differing State 
laws and State rights they have little know¬ 
ledge. It Is pointed out that many of the in- 
divuual States of the Union have adopted an 
extremely hostile attitude towards alien in¬ 
vestors In their real estate, and that while 
the British capitalist will find himself safe In 
some States, in others he will run grave risks 
oi losing his entire investment.. The laws of 
the State of Pennsylvania are extremely 
harsh in this particular, and the Minnesota 
Legislature has reoently enaoted that it shall 
bo unlawful for any one who is not a citizen, 
or who does not propose to beoome one, or for 
any corporation not oreated by or under the 
laws of the Republlo or of the State, to ac¬ 
quire, hold or own real estate. While means 
aro often found to evade these requirements 
of ihe law, it will still be evident that con¬ 
siderable danger exists for the inoautious or 
ignorant investor, and that if amy hostile 
Lellng should be aroused in the country, and 
it is easily done during election times, the 
British capitalist might nave bitter oause for 
regretting his faith in the friendship of the 
United States people. 

A reoent cartoon In a New York paper 
hies off the present situation very well. 
John Bull is represented with a number of 
bags of gold hanging from his belt as ap¬ 
proaching Uncle Sam with the remark 1 
“ It’s a lot of trouble to buy you up piece¬ 
meal ; what will you take for your whole 
blooming oountry, anyway J” Canadians 
oannot but wish that the British investor, 
in his own interest as well as in ours, would 
utilize more of his wealth than he now does 
in building up the great mining and other 
Industries of whioh this oountry is capable, 
and which would afford him a safe and pay¬ 
ing Investment.

The 
conquest of the ancient, refined, and lettered 
Urteoo Latin world by tribes of semi-bar¬ 
barous Arabs constitutes another example of 
the same kind. ' -History is full of such.

Patent button- 
fasteners are unsatisfactory, for If the shoe 
draws even the least bit about the ankles 
the mental clamps show, and even the most 
persistent system of blackening fails to keep 
them from looking brassy. 

A small box of round shoe-buttons with a 
curved needle and lengths of course linen 
thread already cut should have a place in 
the top drawer of every woman’s dressing 
case, or chiffonier. Then the teak of replac¬ 
ing a missing botton simplifies itself wonder 
fully. On children’s shoes pyApularly the 
patent iastenings should nevejx^ used, for 
in their romps buttons, fasteners, leather 
and all are apt to disappear. A good plan 
to oarry out regarding shoes for the little 
ones Is to rub them well with oaator oil be 
fore they are worn at all. This makes the 
leather pliable, fills up the pores, and pre¬ 
vents it horn cracking. For their every 
day shoes onoe in two weeks is not too often 
to oil them. At first the oil will give them 
a gray look, but after an hour or to is passed 
the finish they show is nice and soft. 

If shoes get wet smooth them into as good 
shape as possible and place them in a me¬ 
dium warm atmosphere to dry. This takes 
a longer time than if dried close to die fire, 
but they will be in much better condition 
when wanted. Leather hardened by drying 
too suddenly can be restored by the applica¬ 
tion of oaator oil well rubbed in. 

Two or three breadths of ingrain oarpet, 
according to the size of the space to be oov 
ered, and of the length required, sewed to¬ 
gether, and hemmed at each end or bound 
with carpet binding, make a very nloe rug, 
and so do lengths of Chinese matting put 
together in the same way. The breadths of 
matting will have to be joined together with 
twine, the two edges overhanded together 
loosely with a sail needle, so that the edges 
will meet flatly when the matting is laid 
down. The ends may be bound with strips 
of scarlet or gray cloth, and the matting 
rug, when not in use, can be rolled ap and 
set on end in a oorner of the hall. 


Choice Kecipes. 

Creamed Eggs— Slice in quite thick 
slices four hard boilod eggs, roll each slice in 
melted butter and coat with flour. Bring to 
boiling point one quart of sweet milk, add 
one teaspoonfnl oi minced onion, two table- 
spoonfuU of butter, salt and pepper to sea- 
son, and last of all add the eggs. Boil five 
minutes and serve hot. 

Coffee Cakf..—(Jos pint of bread dough, 
one half cup of butter, one cup of sugar, one 
teaspoonful of cinnamon ; mix all well to¬ 
gether, rolling into - a thin sheet; after ris¬ 
ing until light, plaoe in baking pane. Let 
the cake rise until light, then cover the top 
of each with this mixture : two tablespoon 
fuls each of sugar and butter, one teaspoon¬ 
ful of cinnamon ; beat well together, then 
spread over each cake and place in the oven 
five minutes. Serve warm or cold. 

Steamed Indian Podding,— One pint of 
granulated cornmeal, one pint of sour milk, 
one pint of chopped suet, one capful ot mo- 
lassos, one tablespoonful of salt, one teaspoon- 
ful ot coda dissolved in one tablespoonful of 
hot water and added to the last thing (this 
is considered better than mixing soda witn 
milk.) Steam thr»e hours or longer and 
serve with mol-sees sauce. In summer-time 
add one pint of berries and one pint of apples. 
In using uncovered molds in steaming, the 
surfaoe can be kept perfectly dry If the 
steamer is uncovered during the steaming. 

Fish Chowder.— Cut three-and a-half 
pounds cf haddock into about eight pieces ; 
fry three thick slioes of salt pork slowly and 
I take them up, chop a good-sized onion and 
' fry in the fat, then having pared and sliced 
1 eight potatoes, put a layer of fish in the

Popular Bcoks. 

Many people deplore the fact that fiotien 
is by far the most popular sort of reading 
matter with patrons of pnblio libraries. It 
is safe to say, moreover, that they lay the 
blame for this state of affairs to the younger 
readers. But there is evidence to show that 
this is a mistake. The New York “ Com¬ 
mercial Advertiser ” reoently sent out a 
serious of questions respecting the class of 
books taken from publio libraries, and the 
following answer given to one ot them by 
he librarian at Indianapolis is substantially 
the tame as that given by the officials at 
Colnmbut and Boston : 

“ The popular belief that boys and girls 
use the public library for the purpose of 
steeping themselves in fiotlon is not held by 
librarians nor borne ont by fsots. It is a 
oommon everyday sight to see a boy or girl 
ass proudly out from the library with a 
ook much beyond their years, to be fol¬ 
lowed some time later by tnelr kind, tender 
mother, or their hard beaded father, with a 
very light novel. The atatiatlos of reading 
in publio libraries show that in every thous¬ 
and volumns of fiction circulated, two-thirds 
are taken by adults and one-third by young t 
readers.” 

It it to the seniors, therefore, that we 
mutt look for improvement in this matter.

Care of toe Sick- 

He or she who could properly be Intrusted 
be feed the oerionily ill most know something 
of the qualities of different foods, borne foods 
in certain diseases have really a curative ef¬ 
fect, as, for instance, coffee. A five ounce cup 
of strong ooffee contains about 66 grains of ex¬ 
tract. or an equivalent to about two grains 
of caffeine—often quite sufficient to relieve 
neuralgia or a headache. Beef tea contain¬ 
ing a generous quantity of red pepper is 
quite equal to drugs in the treatment of 
uelirium tremens. In Inflammation of the 
stomach and intestines, liquid food made of 
gelatine, isinglass, Irish moss and flaxseed, 
have a very soothing effect, sad in some 
cases reoovery takes plaoe under thsir use 
alone. 

And so we might go on with evidenoe of 
the curative effects of many foods. From 
what has been said people ought to be able 
to understand that the duties of the physi¬ 
cian are by no means confined to drugging, 
and that when in any /case ne is limiting 
his treatment to dietetic means, he is doing 
what demands equally as much skill as 
would the proper admlnlstration.of medicines. 
And here it is well to say that physicians of 
the present, whenever they can do so, em¬ 
ploy /Nature’s simple dietetic remedies, al¬ 
ways in preference to drugs. - Life depends 
uprn diet, and the restoration of health de¬ 
pends upon the same principles as its pre¬ 
servation. Disease is the result of the viola¬ 
tion of the laws of health ; hence the first 
step toward recovery is to establish those 
laws. The material for repair and support 
mutt corns from diet, and often in disease 
a cure takes place under its proper adminis¬ 
tration alone. 

There is yet one other point to bring for¬ 
ward in relation to feeding the seriously 
sick to show that the application of dietetic 
measures can never properly be intrusted to 
other than skilful hands. No two patients 
are alike, hence no two will scarcely de¬ 
mand exactly the same treatment. One 
may require that the nourishment be gener¬ 
ous, in faot, all that the system oaD dispose 
of, and yet, for the other, ill with the same 
disease, a low diet will be much the best. 

Want of Bleep. 

Are you afflicted with insomnia ! Perhaps 
you have too much time for sleep. Perhaps 
you depend too much on sleep for rest and 
recuperation. For sleep is not the sole rest of 
used up nerves. Sociability, congeniality, 
enjoyment ef good company rest the body 
quite at mnob as sleep. 

The dreary monotony of life in many a 
household, Involving this tumbling into bed 
with the mechanical regularity of a machine 
at nine or ten o'clock in the evening, does 
not always rest weary bodies. “ Early to 
bed and early to rise” does not always 
make a man healthy, wealthy or wise. 

Numbers of organizations are only cap¬ 
able of five or six hours’ sleep at a time, and 
their early lying down to rest is often 
succeeded by an early waking up and a 
constquent restless tosssing for honrs preot- 
ing daybreak. The practisers of punc n 
ality are often surprised after breaking 
their own cast iron,rules, and passing two 01 
three later hours of mirth and jollity past 
their usual bed time, to find themselves 
even more refreshed in the morning than 
usual.

It is highly probable that a railway from 
Spokane Falls to Alaska will be oo us trusted 
within the next few years, said Mr. H. A. 
Johnston. I am on my tway boms from a 
business trip to Washington Territory, and 
while out there my attention was called to 
this projeot, and I spent considerable time 
looking Into it. The movement is in Its 
infancy, bat it has the backing of the wealthy 
men of the Northwest and of the people of 
British Columbia, and I believe the road will 
be built. The idea looks strange and 
impracticable at the first glanoe, bat, as a 
matter of fact, ths obstacles to be enoonnter- 
ed in the construction of such a line wonld not 
be as great as were met with by the Central 
Pacific and the Northern Pacific, it is pro¬ 
posed to begin the railroad 4t Spokane Falls, 
making that ctty the .southern and eastsrn 
terminus. Competent engineers plaoe the 
total ooet at $130,000,000. Mr. Walter Mober- 
ly, engineer tor the Government of British 
Columbia, has examined ths proposed route, 
and believes the ronte oould be built for less 
money per mile than the Canadian Pacific, 
and wonld prove profitable. 

As to the ronte projected. It it neoeasary 
to explain ths phytioal conditions of ths 
oountry so that the feasibility of the plan 
may be seen. The Rocky Mountains enter 
British Columbia in about the longitude of 
Salt Lake City, and tend westward until 
they join the Alaska coast range, breaking 
in the northern part of British Celumbia into 
three parallel ranges. Tne eastern range U 
the Rookies proper, the middle range is the 
Selkirks, and the western the Columbian 
range. The Colombia River rises in the 
valley between the Rockies and the Selkirks 
and flows north nntll it reaches the ex¬ 
tremity of the latter range, around which 
it turns and flows back south between the 
Selkirks and Columbian ranges into Wash 
ington Territory. At the point where the 
Colombia turns the north end of the Sel¬ 
kirk range, it reoeives a strong tributary in 
the Canoe River. The road as projected 
would run along the valleys of the Columbia 
and the Canoe, then over the hills from 
Tate Cache, and down along the Fraser 
River to Front George. Thenoe it would 
have to cross a long, out not difficult pass 
to the valley of thei’ukon, down whioh it 
wonld go to the mouth of that great river, a 
distance altogether of about 3,000 miles. 
The Yukon is bordered most of the way 
by a wide flood plain and terrace, and 
construction along its hanks would be simple. 

“ Where wonld the road get its revenue? 
was asked. 

Well, to began with, it would touch the 
famous Kootenai valley, a splendid agri¬ 
cultural and cattle raising region. The people 
of Spokane Falls have for some time been 
figuring on a road eighty miles to the bound¬ 
ary to connect with a road for whioh a 
company of Canadians and Englishmen have 
secured a charter, from the boundary to the 
Canadian Pacific at Revelstoke, 200 miles 
further north. The English company will 
commence work this summer, and their road 
would form the first link in the Alaska road. 
This, however, is merely to show that the 
Kootenai region is valuable and that the 
Spokane Falls people know it. There are a 
great many mines and rich deposits of ore 
along the Colombia, and an English company 
is building a smelter at Revelstoke to. handle 
them. Nearly every stream running into the 
Columbia carries float gold. The Canoe 
River runs through a great fur and embryo 
mining region, and from the Yukon come 
gold, furs, and timber,and from its mouth 
the seals. All along the route of the road Is 


Indian Medioine Men and War D&noers- 

The habits and customs of some of the 
Western tribes are so little known to the 
general reader that, perhaps, a description 
of some of their curious practices may be ef 
some interest. Mr. Paul Beokwlth has 
published an Interesting paper on the 
Dakotahe in the laet report of the Smithson- 
lan Institution, and among other things he 
remarks that the medioine man or high priest 
is invariably a ohlef, and although hs main¬ 
tains his sway by the uee of myetetM and 
Incan ha tfoni, nevertheless at tnnM shows a 
power whioh is not understood by those out¬ 
side of the oult or brotherhood, and through 
a knowledge of the medicinal properties of 
herbs often performs ouree that lead one to 
believe he is not altogether the cherletan he 
is represented. HU ouree are often the 
wonder ef the army sturgeons. 

An Incident in I>o<nt U cited In the oase of 
an Indian who one day oame staggering Into 
oamp with hU leg horribly • wolTen from a 
bite of a venomous snake. The.oamp «Urg®* n 
oould do nothing for the sufferer, bat he was 
completely oured by the medioine man. An¬ 
other oase U quoted in whioh a oataraot of 
the eye was cored by inserting brass filings 
into the effected organ. To Impress upon 
the mind of the patient the divine nature ef 
his medioine, the medioine man adds to the 
tffioaoy of hU remedy mysterious panto¬ 
mimes, contortions of the body and features, 
always to a drum aooompanlment. If ths 
patient U affected with a serious ailment, 
he plaoes a paper or birk figure on the 
round, and, while the patient is held over 
it he fire* a gun, by whioh aot the elok- 
ness passes into the Image in the ground end 
U killed by the discharge of the gnn. They 
olaim that all this power U reoelved from 
the Great Spirit, who confers upon them e 
spiritual medioine so powerful that they can 
kill at will, resuscitate the dead, and oure 
the sick. This spiritual medioine U repre¬ 
sented by anything that strikes the fancy, 
as a bnnch of feathers, a olaw, a bird, or the 
head of an animal. .... 

When a council is held, a barrioade is 
erected in the form of an ellipse, and a tent 
is rawed at each end of the inolosure, one 
for the high priests or trodiolne men and the 
other for ten men who have been seleoted 
to keep order and oonduot the ceremony, 
acting aa a sort ol police. The high priest, 
from his seat in the medicine tent, appoints 
your aesUtants, one bearing a drum, one a 
willow and stick, one a rattle, and the last 
assisting by grunting. A big drum in the 
center of the oircle is being constantly beaten 
by several drummers. The high priest theD 
speaks to them of the holy dance which was 
founded centuries ago, and tells them of the 
power of the medioine of their ancestors 
and warning skeptics not to scoff at them or 
their crafts, as they have the power of thrust¬ 
ing a olaw or stone through the body of any 
one at wil], causing instant death. In proof 
of this assertion, he oalls one of his assistants 
to him and paints towards him with ths 
medioine bag, at the same instant puffing at 
him with bis lips, whereupon the assistant 
falls to the ground apparently senseless. 

Then the priest salaams to the four points 
of the compass, and invokes the Great 
Spirit to aid him and the other members 
present in bringing the dead brother to life 

The drums ere then beattn and a frantic 
dance is begun,! ,wben the lifeless 
foirm gradua’ly returns to consciousness and 
spits into his hand a mass of froth and blood 
inwhich is found a claw or a stone. The high 
priest now danoes around the circle, and 
waving his medicine bag, blows upon some 
one else, who in the same manner, fallsto the 
ground senseless. The chief continues, and 
the “ dead men,” reviving, assist in shoot 
ing others, until the inolosure is full of howl 
iDg savages dancing, yelling, and shooting 
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In fashionable life we have a formal, ex¬ 
hausting and mechanical evening offmore or 
leas dissipation. On the other |hand th% 
evenings of great numbers of families are 
monotonous humdrum. They [involve the 
assemblage of the same people, the same 
surroundings, the same paterfamilias yawn 
ing over his paper, and the same queurlou* 
mamma overladen with family cares. Fresh 
people with fresh thought, fresh atmosphere, 
anything to stix up and agitate the pool of 
domestic stagnation, are^sadly needed and 
sadly scarce. There needs to be also a con 
stant succession of such fresh people to bring 
about these results. The world is full of men 
and women, and in a better regulated life it 
would be the business after the day’s work 
was done to entertain each other, and give 
each other fresh life. As it is now, hun 
dreds if not thousands of our households are 
little better than cells for the incarceration 
of each family. Thousands are thus worn 
out prematurely from the utter lack of 
domestic recreation. There might be written 
over the graves of hundreds of thousands, 
«« Bored to death by the stagnation of domes 
tic life.”—[The Christian at Work. 


Ice-Water, 

There is a great deal of sentiment and 
many opinions regarding the use of ice water 
that vanish when the light cf reason snd ex¬ 
perience is turned upon them. The fact ia, 
that ice-water, drank elowly and in model- 
ate quantities, constitutes a healthful and 
invigorating drink. There is no doubt that 
ice is a great sanitary agent, and every 
family ought to be provided with it during 
the warmer months of the year. It is true 
that the inordinate use of ice-water, or its 
use under some ipecial conditions and 
circumstances, is attended with great danger, 
so is the improper use of any other drink or 
food. The assumption that iced water is 
dangerous, and that iced tea, or icsd coffee, 
or iced lemonade is a harmless substitute, is 
simply a delusion. As the source of danger 
feared by some is the degree of cold, we fail 
to see clearly how flavor modifies the effect 
of temperature. There are some indlyid 
cals, undoubtedly, who cannot drink ioe- 
water without Injury, and who ought never 
to use it, but to a great majority of persons 
it is refreshing and healthful. Its use, 
temperate and aisciete, is in no way to be 
condemned, which cannot be said of some o! 
its substitutes.— [Sanitary Volunteer. 

Hyena-Spearing in India. 

The hyena, though amost useful scavenger, 
is not a noble looking animal, and his natnre 
is decidedly currish. He is not a be«st u8 ' 
ually selected for the chase, but affords a 
certain amount of fun when nothing better 
is to be had. Many a sportsmam wheD dis¬ 
appointed in finding boar, has had a run 
after a hyena. These beasts do not go at 
any great paoe or charge like a brave old 
boar, yet they are not easy to spear, by rea¬ 
son of the quickness with which they 
turn and twist: The animal has just 
turned sharp at right angles, and 
thrown out the man who is about to 
spear him, letting another ont in, while the 
horse of a third, putting his foot in a hole, 
comes down, and then, getting rid of his rid¬ 
er oontinuea the chase on his own account, 
biting and striking at the hyena, whioh 
makes no attempt to resent this strange on¬ 
slaught. We observe that Mr. Moray 
Brown, in his excellent book, “Shikar 
Sketches,” mentions a aimllar incident. Hut, 
doubles and tarns oan not always save i e 
hyena ; at last a well-directed spear-thrust 
ends his career on earth and finishes the 
difficult pursuit.

That Is apparently the greatest difficulty. 
Any one at first would think that the climate 
would be an rnsni mountable difficulty, but 
it is positively asserted by those who ought 
to know that the climate would cause no 
more trouble than it does on the Northern 
and Canarian Pacific. You know that the 
ocean breezes temper the climate all along 
the coast, and and it is very little colder in 
Sitka than it is in New York. Now, this 
road would rnn west of the mountains all 
the way, and the further north it gets the 
nearer does it go to the coast, so that the 
climate would be comparatively temperate 
■»H the way. 

The road would be operated for the joint 
nse and benefit of British Columbia and the 
United States, and it is proposed to have the 
province contribute its proportion of the cost 
in lands, and the United States to give its 
guarantees for the payment of interest for 
twenty years on $50,000 per mile of tho 
cost. 

There is another important point in connec¬ 
tion with this road. The Russian Govern¬ 
ment is now engaged in building a railroad 
across Siberia and down the Amoor to its 
month. A road is also projected from the 
main line on the Amoor into Kamscbatka, 
and to some port on Behring's Strait, only a 
short distance from the mouth of the Yukon. 
This line, in connection with the Alaska 
road would form a practically all rail ronte 
from Europe to the United States.

What is Toil

spheres of water from 1 i.OOO to 1-00.0-0 of 
an inoh in diameter. Many have anpposed 
that a dust particle must be the nucleus for 
each sphere, but an examination under the 
microsoope of evaporated fog has proved 
that such Is not the oase. Brit fly atated, the 
cause of fog is as follows:—It is essential 
that there be no wind. The sky must be 
clear. The air must be saturated or nearly 
so. The formation of fog is a purely 
mechanioal procesa, unaccompanied with 
heat.—[New York Heraldc.

Great Spirit, or Wan-kan tanka. When a 
new member is initiated, he iB taken into 
tho council tens for instructions, which are 
secret. He is then stripped of his clothing, 
excepting an apron abont his loins and mcc 
cosine on his feet. He 1 b then painted en 
tirely black except a small red spot between 
his shoulders. The candidate is exhorted to 
be good, and is told thst bis medicine will be 
correspondingly powerful, oud he must also 
give a feast once a year. If he does not, 
he w s il meet with misfortunes, sickness, or 
death. The candidate now receives the holy 
claw or stone. The medicine man. approaching 
him from the east, describes tne course of 
the sun with the medicine bag, and bowing 
to the four points of the compass, mutters 
an incantation, and thrnsting the bag toward 
him says, “ There goes the spirit.” Ths 
candidate then fails prostrate, and blankets, 
skins, ornaments, etc., are thrown as offer¬ 
ings over the candidate.[ At command of che 
high priest tho novice recovers and is pro 
sented with the medicine bag, beoomlng a 
reoogn'zad member of tho order. After 
these ceremonies the feast begins, and the 
food which has been cooking before the 
tent of the assistants is districted among 
the people. Tne dance lasts from day¬ 
break tc daybreak of the day following, and 
as these danoes are frequently given’ in 
winter with the thermometer often lar beloyt 
zero, ic may easily be imagined how ttis 
candidates mast suffer, clad as they are in 
a ooat ot paint. It is generally understood 
that the members of the orders have secret 
signs and passes,'but the penalty of exposure 
is so sore and swift, that none of the secret* 
are ever divulged. Tnere are well known 
instacoes in which indiscreet members have 
mysteriously bat permanently disappeared, 
at the instance, It issnpposed, of the medicine 
men.—[Scientific Amerioan.

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The Earth's Fiery Ordeal. 

” Thera are fat the Scriptures andeacred 
writings of Moat of the aaeitent raaee terrible 
prophecies of a fiery ordeal thrcngh whioh 
the earth aad^te people mnet eome day 
pace. We wonder with more or lew oorf- 
oalty if etieh a fate he actually in reaerve 
for oor planet, and we interrogate eoleaoe if, 
perohanoe, we may dlaoover any evtdenoe of 
such a poeelbility. 

Science hae no direot information to give 
ne, bat the aatronomer ezhifaite a oirole of 
the heavene filled with what he believes are 
the ponderous fragments ot an enormous 
planet, which hae been chattered by some 
violent oenvulelon. The geologist shows os 
vast continental areae of dry land whioh 
have, ae he believe#, onoe been deep down 
under the sea, and the historian pres sate ns 
with traditions of lands and people that 
have been swallowed np in the abysses of 
the ocean. There are stories of star* that 
have fiamsd into brillianos and finally disap¬ 
peared ae If they had bean osunmed In a 
conflagration, while the earthquake# and 
volcanlo eruptions ehioh shake our planet 
announce the aotnal survival ot foroee and 
agenolea that make possible the most ter¬ 
rible cataolycm, and seem to suggest for 
the future die turban oea as profound and for¬ 
midable as any that ever ooonrred in any 
past age. 

It Is In this connection that we are led to 
ooneider some recent utteranoec on the sub¬ 
ject of the enormous volume of inflammable 
gas stored up in ths crust ot tbe earth and 
reoently broughs into nee for the most im¬ 
portant economical purpose*. There Is an 
area of oonntry in Pennsylvania, West Virgin¬ 
ia, Ohio andlperbap* other State*, embracing 
many thousand sqnare miles, whioh is under¬ 
laid with the most extraordinary and ex- 
tensive stores cf coal oil and oeal gas. In 
the past twenty-five yean oil hat been taken 
ont to tbe extent of millions on millions of 
barrels, while gas is escaping at the rate, as 
it has been reoently estimated, of 1,000,000,- 
000, cubic feet each day. Tbe flow of both 
oil and gas is so great that the belief is war¬ 
ranted that the supplies, notwithstanding the 
extraordinary daily depletion, are still euor- 
moos. 

Beyond the existenoe of this gas and oil 
and of the coal bade, whioh also underly the 
greater portion of the United States, we 
know aotually nothing of subterranean con 
ditiona ; bat if we o&n sesame the preeence 
at great depths in the earth, of fire or of 
sufficient heat making agencies to operate on 
the coal beds we may well imagine that bv 
the aotion of Bach heat the petroleum is 
distilled from the coal and the gas is, at 
tbe same time, liberated, but both remain 
stored np in oavlties or in the pores of the 
earth until extracted by the boringe. As 
long as these accumulations of gas and oil 
remain eealed up in the depth of the earth, 
away from actual fire, there is no risk of a 
ocn fUeration. The entire possibility of such 
danger ia dependent open the exutenoe of 
fire and on its contact, ander favorable con 
ditions, with these inflammable compounds. 

As the oil and gas are drawn out water 
and air will find their way into the oavities 
thus vacated, and the geologists have fore 
caeted a possible period when by some such 
operation ail the water now appearing upon 
the surface of the land will sink into the 
cavities of the earth. This necessary fluid 
will then only be attainable by drawing it 
from wells of extraordinary depth. It is even 
held that the moon is one of thesedry planete, 
being deetitute of surface water, which hae 
sank into the dry and honey-oombed interior 
of that body. This water, coming in oontaat 
with the interior dree of the moon, produoed 
terrifio internal throes and volcanic eruptions 
which oontinned to wreok the moon until its 
fires were extinguished, and it became, as it 
is now believed to be, a dead, dry planet.

Shepard 
authorize him to seize vessels engaged in 
eesl killing outside of the three mile limit 
on the high sea, or did the valiant captain 
in hunseal to protect the interests of the 
n’onopSists. exceed his duty, and instead 
ci carrying out his instructions proceed to 
commit an aot of piracy on the high sea. 
The facts are that the United States 
Government have been running wild on 
monopolies, and have at last put their foot 
ui it, by chartering a company and giving 
said company the exclusive privilege of 
killing seal 'east of an imaginary line 
drawn from the Arctic Ocean through 
Behring Straits and sea, and as these 
ji onopolists demand of the United States 
Government their pound of flesh, the latter 
have been compelled to make as how of pro 
autecting them,by sending acruiser to guard 
industry,inimicable to the rights of others. 
'Phis nlegal protection, as u ever does, is 
leading to consequences the most serious ; 
time done will tell how serious. It is 
only another chapter in the history of 
.monopolies, which have cursed every 
country under the suu ; under the guise 
of protective tariffs or a National Policy, 
tlie greedy and selfiahtry to clothe them 
solves with the respectability of law and j 
ply their nefarious schemes to fleece the j 
.ijpVyst,hardworking sons of toil. Before the 
1/ niUidBtates gets throughwith this business \ 
they will hod ' the way of the transgressor j 
is hard'' in more ways than one.

'Phs seizure of the British sealing sc,., 
alack Diamond in Behring sea by the 


qualified juriftdiction is asserted i» common 
both to Great Britain and to the United 
States. It is the protection of the eeal 
fishery which would be soon exterminated 
if the ravages, whioh the seizure* are in¬ 
tended to prevent, should oontinue. The 
situation, therefore, ie obviously one for 
the calmest deliberation. The Canadians 
certainly oannot be allowed to deetroy the 
seal fisheries. But they are not to be re¬ 
strained by ft claim of authority which 
cannot be maintained. It must be re¬ 
membered constantly, however, that this 
claim is not made. We have not yet 
defined our dominion in the Alaska waters 
and we are not likely to make a claim 
there which would imperil out interests 
and rights elsewhere. This is evidently 
the general American view, as expressed 
by the press on all sides, and a prompt 
and reasonable aduBtment of the question 
by negotiations would be most honorable 
to the administration.”

Tit 9 seizure of the British sealing sch. 
Black Diamond in Behrir.g sea by the 
United States Revenue Cutter Rush, in- 
pursuance of the President’s proclamation 
of March 2*2d H8‘J, has been the main topic 
on rocer.t discussion in the press. This 
wft.s a seizure far without the three mile 
limits of jurisdiction which every maritime 
power controls. It was a seizure upon the 
high seas, and the substantial question, ill 
view of a probable demand tor enplane 
fcior, is whether the United States have 
ioriTially claimed ;urisdiction over the Beh¬ 
ring sea, as a closed sea, or mare clausum ; 
what such a sea is, is perfectly well known. 

A land locked sea is defined by \ attel, a6 
one which “must be entirely surrounded 
by the territory of the nation claiming jur 
isdiction, and must have no other com¬ 
munication with the ocean than by a 
channel of which that nation may take 
possession.’' This is the accepted aiscrip- 
uon of a mare clausum, it is affirmed by 
what is called international Law, which is 
only the acquiescence of great States for 
their common convenience. Does the Beh 
ring Kea conform to this definition, or is it 
admitted by a common consent uf States 
to be such a sea. The answer to both 
questions is an unconditional negative. 
The Behring So®on one side is enclosed by 
the Russian main land aud Rassiam Is¬ 
lands, and the passage between the nearest 
Kussiar and Americau points is one hun¬ 
dred and eighty tnree miles broad. This 
fact answers the first question. The 
second is as readily answered. When 
Russia held all the surrounding land. They 
,I,H.V a claiju of authority over the Behring 
Sen wl'ichti-e i nited States domed ana 
rofusod to acknowledge.

The recent landslide on the farm of Mr. 
Lasher has brought to light s subterraneous 
cave of sufficient size to accommodate A 
large number of persons. It is octagon in 
shape, and the roof ie upheld by pillars or 
ledges of limestone regularly laid up in 
layers of shelly stone aboat four inches, or 
a hand’s breadth, in thickness. The floor 
of the cave is covered with debris of the 
shelly stone, bat the walls are of sufficient 
height to admit of a medium sized man to 
stand erect in any part of the cave. A 
small stream of water winds itself through 
one side of the cave and now finds an out¬ 
let at the mouth of the cave into the Bay 
of Quints, The stream is about the width 
of four feet and a depth of eighteen inches, 
and forces itself through the rear of the 
cave from a large crevice in the rock. The 
water is muddy, and abounds with numer¬ 
ous small fish of a species hitherto un¬ 
known in these quarters. On emerging 
from the crevioe they are very lively, but 
indulge in queer oontortions on coming into 
the light, apparently as if suffering the 
most excruciating agony on leaving the 
darkness. Tney are oone shaped, with 
scales of a pinkish hue, which emit a 
crackling sound when handled. As far as 
can be ascertained from the naked eye 
they are devoid of seeing properties, as no 
eyes are visible. The oave bids fair to be¬ 
come a place of resort, and will add much 
to the attractions at Bath.

Why is 
it that people cannot get a true account of 
crops here ? 

I will give you a few samples of the ex¬ 
aggeration of crop reports. G. T. Dodds, 
of Melitta, sends t sample of wheat to the 
Times office, the shortest straw forty-four 
inches, giving that as a sample of crop 
about Melitta. but how did he get it ? By 
driving the country and picking the largest 
wheat he could find, and representing that 
as a fair sample. When the fact is,in that 
locality there has -been plenty of wheat cut 
with the mower e.a too short for binding, 
and then sends a sample four feet long as a 
sample of eighty teres. When ite doubt¬ 
ful if there is eighty acres in one field in 
the Province four feet high. I quote one 
more, one writer in a Winnipeg papers, 
stated diat around Portage,land would yield 
thirty bushels per acre without a particle 
of rain in sumtiwr. Now what are the 
facts 1 Ts there a field around Portage (even 
with considerable rain) that will yield that 
amount .this year I have been asked by 
my correspondent how I like this country, 
I will give a few of the objections I have. 
(>ne is the uncertainty of harvesting a crop 
it can be raised.no doubt of that, but before 
it is ripe,or nearly = 10 ,along comes a frost or 
hail or the gopher, and the work of months 
is gone. Another objection is the prevail¬ 
ing high -winds, I U ink they dry out the soil 
more than continued dry weather. I will 
give a sample of one day’s wind that mem¬ 
orable 28th of June the wind was blowing 
a gale with the therznonter at from 95 to 
105 in the shade, at times it seemed like a 
breath from a furnace. The damage is in- 
i talculable that was done that day to vegeta- 
tion, and still another objection is the 
s carcity of good water for drinking pur- 
p ises.

The electrical appllanoes also de¬ 
manded soma share of bis attention, and so 
mash was he oonvinoed of the great strength 
of the flotilla that he is reported to have 
said that thff *Atral European powers allied 
wtth England ooold defy the world. Eng¬ 
land, however, doee not mean to join any 
inch ellianw at present, though the leaning 
of this Government is undoubtedly toward 
the K alter. 

Little Greeoe is making desperate effort* 
to came an international row over Crete. 
Telegrams, mostly emanating from Athens, 
have been published in the newspapers of 
Eorope giving blood-curdling acoounts of 
the Turkish atroofties In that fair Ialand ; 
bat these storiee always turn np opportune 
ly whenever Russia desires trcnblein Eastern 
waters. They are ss usual grossly exagger¬ 
ated. There has oertainly been some throat 
cutting, bnt it has been confined to one side, 
for the Cretan Christian oan handle a 
knife a* dexterously and determinedly 
ae hi* Mussulman neighbor. The 
strife has been deliberately stirred up 
by agitators from the outelde, and Europe 
ia now waiting with jill conoealed trepida- 
tion to know what use Rueeia intends to 
make of it. Greece professes to be anxious 
to fight Turkey, but Greek valor ia largely 
tempered by discretion. All the powers 
except Rueeia and Franoe have admitted 
Turkey’s right to suppress the insurrection 
and'restore order in Crete, and the Sultan 
has sent bis troops to do the work. The 
ntxt move rests with Russia.

EXPOET CATTLE TRADE 

The Lesson Aid. Fra* Aland is Trenching 
Canadian Breeders. 

The Canadian Gsaette haa the following :— 
Aid. Frankland haa just presented a striking 
object lesson to Canadian oattle breeders and 
feedersof the great ad vantages they now reap 
from their free entry into British markets. 
Writing from Liverpool on Jane 13, he points 
oxjt that while good United Statee bullooks 
from two to four peers old, weighing from 
1,800-to 1,660 pounds average, have been 
said In Liverpool at from $3 86 to $4.26 per 
bundrnd live weight, Canadian shipping oat- 
da wars at die same time being bought from 
ft 60 to $6 per hundred ; and he adds, *' I 
am atrrp to say the Canadians were not so 
good « sample.” Hew, it may be asked, 
oan this inequality exist I Simply beoanse 
Qanidtnpa . by their olean bill of health 
and the (naetimabie privilege they enjoy 
of fine aoeeas for live oattle into Brit¬ 
ish markets, realise from one halfpenny 
to three farthings per p* and more than Unit- 
ad Statee exporter*, and these low prioes for 
United States stook are likely to be maintain¬ 
ed, and this is sspeelally fslt daring the 
Canadian shipping seaeon, fremthebsglnniog 
of May to the end of Augnst. Bnt by their 
eystem of early maturity United States 
breeders and feeders oan bnild np a two year- 
old steer te weigh 1,360 pounds, living 
weight, and when slaughtered prodnoe or 
turn out 734 ponnde of beef, the very weight* 
■ought after in evtry part at Great Britain, 
and not only wanted In preference to larger 
oaroasea, bnt sold at a alight advance. To 
Canadian*, then, Alderman Frankland ad¬ 
dressee this pertinent query Why rot 
foUow the United State*’ example—why keep 
your animals longer than neosesary if by care 
and attention yon oan save twelve and even 
twenty months’ teed ? UntU this 1* dene 
Canadian* will, he tbinke, fail, te do their 
best in British markets, and tail to dnd the 
fnl prefit to which the quality of their fat 
oattle and the Immunity of their herds fro* 
disease should entitlo them. 


Edison’s fiome Life- 

Thomas A. Edison, wbile in Pittsburg 
reoently attending to his patent suit with 
Weatlnghouse.waa interviewed byaD.spatoh 
reporter, to whom he revealed some of the 
characteristics of his mode of living : 

Yes, lama hard woiker. I hardly ever 
sleep more than four hours per day, and I 
oould keep this up for a year. Sometimes I 
sleep ten hours, but I don't feel well when I 
do. If I oould sleep eight hours, as most 
men do, I woud wake up feeling badly. 
My eyes would hurt me, and I would have 
a tough time to keep awake. I inherit this 
from my father. He is a remarkable old 
man, eating little and sleeping less. 1 have 
often known him when 1 was a boy, to ait 
up all night talaing politics with a friend 
or swapping atorits. 

I eat about a pound a day, and my food 
Is very simple, consisting; of some toast, a 
little potato, or something of that kind. 
You know when I am working on anything 
I keep at it night and day, sleeping a few 
hours with my olothes on. I never take 
them off; don’t even wash my face : oouldn't 
think of such a thing, and in this condition 
I take my meal*. If I were to remove my 
clotheswheo I slept, I would get up feeling 
out ofsbapo and with no desire to go to work. 
"No. 6” is my den in the laboratory, and 1 
shut myself in there and hnatle. 

I sleep from 1 to 6 in tho morning, and 
then I jump up and go to work again aa fresh 
as a bird. This is all the sleep I need. 

But 1 tell you we have lote of fun in the 
laboratory. Some time ago I had forty-two 
men working with me on the incandescent 
lampin a big building. I hired a German 
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men of the upper class, They were 

MORE TO BE PITIED, 

than the women who had to earn a living 
and were consequently more out in the 
world. Again and again these women made 
attempts to take their lives. They frequent 
iy got hold of their husbands’ opium and 
took overdoses of it to pnt an end to their 
sufferings. Sometimes the missionaries were 
called in to bring them around, and the vie 
time made piteous appeals to be allowed to 
die. When a baby girl was born she was 
thrown upon the streets to die. If she sur¬ 
vived she was treated much as a cat or dog 
would be treated until she was sold to some¬ 
body as a wife. The Chinese beat their 
wives for giving birth to daughters. They 
wanted sons who would be able to offer 
ancestral worship for them, that they might 
not be destitute in the next world. The 
sufferings of girls in having their feet com¬ 
pressed were equally cruel. The foot was 
bent over by means of bandages till the toes 
and heels met and such was the agony suf¬ 
fered that for years young girls cauld not 
put their feet to the ground, but moved 
arouDd on hands and knees. The Gospel 
sent joy into these desolate lives, and very 
touching were the attachments which these 
women formed for the missionaries. In 
concluding Mr. Hudson Taylor said there 
was at present about one missionary for 
every three quarters of a million in the 
province he labours in, and appealed for 
more assistance.

The Street Pavements of London. 

There are three kinds of pavement in use in 
the London streets, says a Loudon letter in 
The N. Y. Times. The least used at present 
is that of stone. Where it does exist, bow 
ever, it is much better than those in Ne w York. 
The stones are longandareset on end, the upper 
surface being much smaller then our Belgian 
blocks. Under these stonos is a heavy bsd 
of gravel and stone, the whole pavement be 
ing about eighteen inches in thickness. The 
wooden pavements are also formed of much 
smaller blooks than those tried icNew York, 
But the most extensively used pavement in 
London is that of ccnortte. I saw one torn 
up for repairs a day or two ago, and had an 
opportunity to discover how It was built. 
First a foundation oi stone is laid down in 
good substantial blocks. That is oovered 
with tar and gravel, and upon this are set 
blocks of wood on end, tightly pressed together. 
Over these, cementing them together, and 
when rolled smooth, forming the surface of 
the street, Is put on the conorete. The entire 
pavement is over two feet thick, and is as 
solid as natural rook. It is as smooth as a 
billiard table and over it the heavy vehloles 
of all kinds used in London roll smoothly and 
easily, One never sees a team of horses vain¬ 
ly struggling to pull a heavy load out of a 
hole in these streets. The stream of vehioles 
moves always smoothly and steadily onward, 
save when checked by the silent majesty of 
the inexorable English law represented by 
the extended arms of an inslgnifioant Loudon 
“ bobby."

What Steam has Done 

A very interesting calculation baa recent¬ 
ly been made by tne Statistical Bureau in 
Berlin. Four fifths of the power machines 
at present in aotivity lu the world buvo 
been erected during the past twenty five 
years. The country whioh possesses the 
highest amount of horsepower is the United 
States, with 7.500,COO horse power; then 
follow England, with 7,000,000; Germany 
with 1 500 000; France, with 3.000,000, 
and Austro-Hungary, with 1,500,000. 
These figures do net inolude locomotives, ot 
whioh there are 105,000 at work, with a 
total horse power of 3,000,000. Thus the 
total horse power in the world is 46,000,000. 
A steam “horse power" is equivalent to 
three aotual horses’ strength, and each liv¬ 
ing horse represents the strength of seven 
men. Thus the total horse power if the 
entire world represents the work of 1,000,- 
000,000 men, or more than twloe thi total 
working population of the earth. Steam 
has thus tripled the entire human work i 
power of the earth.

IS THE BABTB A BOMB? 

And Hay We All be Blown Into Eternity 
by • Salami bu Exploilon ? 

New Brunswick, N. J„ correspondent 
New York Herald, of July 14 ; Apropos of 
the reoent interviewpublUhed In the Herald 
with Profeasor L. W. Thiokatnn of Meta- 
«hen, oonoerning the possibility of the up¬ 
heaval if the earth oauaed by a natural gas 
explosion, I secured from Mr. Thickstun 
yesterday an explanation of his ideas, which 
La m •Urtling aa it U important, 

“Natural gas in western Penney 1 vanla, 
eastern Ohio and in some other parts of the 
country,” said he, “is one of the things the 
publio Is thinking about With some degree 
of apprehension. Capital In large amounts 
has been invested in its production, or 
rather in Its capture and in its application 
as a heater and as an illuminator, Millions 
of dollars find prcfi table employment in this 
manner all over the extensive territory 
known as the oil regions. 

“ In Pittsbnrg alone enough natural gas Is 
consumed daily to giyesnffioient amount of 
light for the needs of the largest city in the 
world. North of Pittsburg 120 miles, at Erie, 
and all the way between the two plaoes, 
natural gas is found in nearly every neigh 
borhood where proper tests have been made. 
In all other directions from this busy and 
prosperous manufacturing oenter gas has 
been'found in quantities apparently inex¬ 
haustible. 

“ A reservoir of vast proportions, or many 
reservoirs must have been provided for by 
nature to oontain what gas has already es¬ 
caped from wells and what is yet stored 
away in the bowels of the earth. Extensive 
deposits have also been feu ad in the west¬ 
ern countries of our own state, as well as in 
Pennsylvania and Ohio. How far the open¬ 
ings extend below the earth’s surface is not 
known, but the subterranean cavern or oav- 
erns where gas abounds must be of great 
magnitude. a 

“Gas began to appeak^ln large quanties 
soon after the first wells on Oil oreek were 
finished. Colonel Drake drilled the first 
oil well near Titusville, Pa., during the sum¬ 
mer of 1859, and at a depth of sixty-nine 
feet he strnok oil. That was a pumping and 
not a flowing well. From it a small amount 
of gas escaped, aa is the oaoe with most 
pumping wells. Subsequently many other 
wells were opened, thousands of them, some 
pumping and some flowing. 

“All flowing wells are gas as wall at oil 
wells. In flowing wells oil is thrown out by 
escaping gas. Big ‘spouters’ began to ap 
pear eight or ten miles below Titusville, 
along ’the creek,' early in I860.. Slnoe 
then they have been opened in hundreds of 
other localities from the source to the mouth 
of the Allegheny river and along many of its 
t -ibntarles. 

“Among the most noted and the most 
profitable of all flowing wells was the Noble 
well, seven miles bslow Titusville, struck on 
May 3, 1863. It began aa a 1600 gallon 
well. It was a 'boomer' of the first order. 
Gas and oil came from a crevice in the sand- 
rook. 140 feet below the bed of Oil oreek. 
Twenty rods lower down the stream was 
the Caldwell well. It was a good 700 barrel 
well. Oil was reached in it at about the 
same depth as in the Noble well. By May 
28 the production of the Noble well ran up 
to 1800 barrels and the Caldwell had fallen 
off to 400 barrels a day. Before the mid¬ 
dle of J one the latter was so nearly exbaust- 
that it flowed not more than seven or eight 
barrels, and the former was ponring out a 
flood of 2200 barrels of petroleum every 
twenty-four hours. 

“ Tne Noble well did nobly, ran about 
twenty-two months, produced over 600,000 
barrels of oil, an immense amount of gas- 
wasted on Oil creek air—and then it too was

The greatest 
novelties human skill oan devise are engaged 
every year, while within the immense range 
of exhibits, animate and inanimate, the In¬ 
dustrial Fair of Toronto may be said to repre¬ 
sent the best products, natural and manufac¬ 
tured, in the Dominion. The Association 
has oertainly very ipnoh to be prondof, with 
no oaum to fear oon\p orison any whore. The 
Exhibition is not, as many suppose, control¬ 
led by a joint stock oompany, but by gentle¬ 
men, who give their time and servloes for 
nothing, and tbeir charter provides that 
every dollar which is made out of the show 
most be expended in adding to and improv¬ 
ing the grounds and buildings, so that the 
public at large enjoy the full benefit of what¬ 
ever assistance they may give the institution 
by their annual patronage. In addition go 
the great exposition of live itook, agricul¬ 
tural, dairy and hortlonltural produots, 
manufactures of all kinds, fine arts, ladies’ 
work, eto., there will be many special 
ieatures of the most Interesting character, 
fall part ion lari of whioh will be given in 
the offiMal programme to be issued shortly. 
A spectacle of thrilling interest will be 
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twenty-four boon. 

“ Tne Noble well did nobly, ran about 
twenty-two months, produced over 600,000 
barrels of oil, an Immense amount of gas— 
wasted on Oil creek air—and then it too was 
a worthless hole In the ground. Water fills 
the plaoe the gas and oil ocoupled and no 
one fears dangor from that quarter. 

“ Not very far from the Noble well there 
Is another kind of a blower. This has no 
water oi oil in it, only gas, and that oomes 
out atsucha rate that you oan hear it pulsat¬ 
ing and fairly pounding a mile or two away 
on a still summer evening. This, like other 
wells, was sunk for oil, and this is the kind 
in whioh danger lurks. This well never fills 
up with water and probably never will. 
There are hundreds and thousands scattered 
all over the oil regions just like it. We aie 
anxious to know what sort of a plaoe is 
under our country where this treacherous 
8ubstanoe oomes from. 

“ If the Noble well threw out £00,000 bar¬ 
rels of oil and as much gas besides in less 
than two years, what are these purely gas 
wells doing 1 What have they been doiog 
a soore or more years 1 Will some one rise 
to his feet and explain ? 

“Thinking people are growing uneasy 
about it. Where does this enermous pro¬ 
duction oome from, anyway ! Where is the 
vast gas storehouse or storehouses located ? 
Do these subterranean reservoirs fill up as 
rapidly as they are emptied ? Does our at¬ 
mosphere rush in to take the places vaoated, 
or is gas forming constantly to keep the 
leaking tanks full! Will too much of our 
atmosphere move from the outside to the 
inside of the earth to the injury or extinc¬ 
tion of animal and vegetable life ? 

"Worst of ail, will the air mingle with the 
gas under our feet and thereby enable it to 
ignite and explode ? If an explosion oomes 
will it blow up**11 the oil regions from the 
great lakes to old Viiginia, and will the 
Allegheny mountains stand between us and 
all harm ? Do oceans of natural gas extend 
from Titusville to the mountains, and from 
the mountains to New York, and it is pos 
aible for these lakes—ae unmanageable and 
as unsafe as dynamite—is It possiblo for 
them to be set on fire at the same instant ? 

“ Some of these interrogatories may seem 
absurd and not worth the ink It takes to 
print them or the time it requires to read 
them; but then, again, ruppose they are 
all pertinent ? Suppose the last on. turns 
out to be a faot as well as a question, what 
then! , . , 

“Might not an explosion occur which 
would be simply terrific! Instead of a 
torn up and devastated oil field beyond the 
mountains, we might have a ruined and frag- 
mentary planet.

—The Toronto World of Monday in re¬ 
ferring to the various industries in Fenelon 
Falls, made the following reference to the 
Napanee Paper Company :—The pulp 
mills owned and operated here by this 
company are a surprise to most visitors, 
and the whole process of making the pulp 
is one of peculiar interest. Basswood is 
used exclusively and the daily output is 
five tons of dry pulp. To do this sixty 
hands are employed and twenty-five cords 
of firewood are burned daily in the furn¬ 
aces. An engine of sixty horse power and 
two boilers of seventy-five horse each 
furnish power. For boiling the pulp there 
are four boilers, each holding 1J cords. 
The bark is taken off by a machine and 
the wood is cut up into chips and elevated 
to boilers. The buildings in which the 
chemicals are made up in which the wood 
is cooked is 100 x 30 feet, containing 8 
j tanks 8 feet deep and 10 in diameter. The 
pulp is emptied out of boilers at the rate 
of 11-4 cords every three minutes, and the 
liquor or chemicals that the pulp has been 
cooked in is calcined or dried down, and 
used again with pare liquor added. The 
bnildings are brick and very extensive. 
Supplies are obtained by rail and water 
and the company have a steamboat and 
four scows of their own engaged in provid¬ 
ing supplies. About 60 bushels of lime 
are used daily, and the company have a 
kiln and make their own lime. The works 
are run day and night.
